ORDER 

New Delhi, the 3 Oth November, 2010 

F. No. 2401 3/0 1/2007-Estt. (B). —Whereas the Governor of Haryana by letter dated 16th January, 2007 to 

the President forwarded a reference from the Government of Haryana alleging 
involvement of Shri Mehar Singh Saini, Chairman and S/Shri Dungar Ram, 
Chatter Singh, Yudhvir Singh, Satbir Singh, Om Prakash Bishnoi, Ram Kumar 
Kashyap, Ranbir Singh Hooda and Mrs. Santosh Singh, Members of the Haryana 
Public Service Commission in malpractices, favoritism and to some extent 
corruption in the functions of the Commission in making selections and 
recommending names to the State Government for appointment to various 
posts. The State Government was of the considered view that these could be 
termed as misbehavior on the part of the Chairman and Members within the 
meaning of Article 317 (1) of the Constitution of India; 

AND WHEREAS upon being satisfied from the above referred material, the 
President, in exercise of powers conferred by clause (1) of Article 317, made a 
reference to the Supreme Court of India on 31 st July, 2008 for inquiry and report 
as to whether the aforesaid Chairman and eight Members of the Haryana Public 
Service Commission, ought on the ground of misbehavior, be removed from the 
office of Chairman and Members of the Commission; 

AND WHEREAS the said Chairman and eight Members were also placed under 
suspension with effect from 09 th August, 2008 by the Governor of Haryana, in 
exercise of the powers conferred upon him by clause (2) of Article 317 of the 
Constitution; 

AND WHEREAS the Supreme Court of India framed nine Articles of charge to 
be inquired into against the aforesaid Chairman and Members of the Haryana 
Public Service Commission;

AND WHEREAS the Supreme Court held that charge 1 of the Articles of the 


charge was not proved and Articles of charges 6 and 7 was not examined by the 
Court holding them to be beyond the scope of the Presidential Reference dated 


31 st July, 2008; 


AND WHEREAS the Supreme Court held that Articles of charges 2 to 5, 8 and 
9 stood established; 


AND WHEREAS upon holding inquiry, in accordance with the procedure 
prescribed, the Court returned the finding that private respondents, namely, Shri 
Mehar Singh Saini, Mrs. Santosh Singh and Shri Ram Kumar Kashyap, who are 
Chairman/Members of the Commission (presently under suspension) have failed 
to maintain the required standards of integrity and rectitude in performance of 
their Constitutional duties, expected to be maintained by the holder of such 
coveted office and they are guilty of misbehavior within the meaning of Article 
317 (1) of the Constitution of India on these counts. The Supreme Court has 
further held that there exist justifiable grounds for removal of these respondents 
from their respective offices in terms of Article 317 (1) of the Constitution; 

NOW, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
Article 317 of the Constitution, the President is hereby pleased to order the 
removal, on the ground of misbehavior, of the said Shri Mehar Singh Saini from 
the office of Chairman, Haryana Public Service Commission and Mrs. Santosh 
Singh and Shri Ram Kumar Kashyap from the office of Members of Haryana 
Public Service Commission with effect from 09 th August, 2008.
